and Diſeaſes will enſue, ii Almighty God of his great Clemency be 
not mercikullp pleaſed to avert thoſe Judgements and Puniſhments 
which our. many and manifold ſins and p2ovocations have moſt juſtly deſerved, 
hath, out of His own Religious Diſpoſition, reſolved, and hereby doth Com- 
mand a General and Publique Faſt to be kept thzoughout this whole King- 
dom, in ſuch manner as hereafter is directed and pꝛeſtribed, that ſo both P2ince 
and People, even the whole Kingdom, as one man, may ſend up their Pꝛapers 
and Supplications to Almighty God, to divert thoſe Judgements which the 
ſins of this Land have woꝛthily deſerved, and to ſend us ſuch ſeaſonable weather. 
whereby the Fruits of the Earth may be duely received, and Sicknefſes and Con- 
tagious Diſeaſes (fo juſtly feared) be pꝛevented. 

And to the end ſo Religious an Ererciſe may be perfo2med with all decency and 
unifozmity, His Majeſty doth hereby (by and with the Advice of His Pꝛiby Coun- 
til) publiſh and declare to all is loving Subjects, and doth ſtraitly Charge and 
Command, That on Wednelday next, being the Fifteenth of this inſtant January, 
this Faſt be Religiouſſy and Solemnly Dbſerved and Celebꝛated in the Cities of 
London and Weſtminſter, Burrough of Southwark, and other places adjacent, where⸗ 
in His Bajeſty in His Royal Perſon, and with His Royal Family and Houſhold, 
will give example to the reſt of His People. And that on Wedneſday the Two and 
twentieth day of the ſame Moneth of January, the like be kept and duely obſerved 
thꝛoughout the reſt of this whole Realm of England, and Dominion of Wales; And 
that the ſaine be reverently and decently perfoꝛmed by all His loving Subjects, as 
they tender the favour of Almighty God, and would avoid his juſt indignation a- 
gainſt this Land, and upon pain of ſuch Puniſhment as His Majeſty can juſtly in- 
flict upon all ſuch as ſhall tontemn oz neglecc ſo Religious and neteſſary a Wlozk,
